VICTORIA UQETHOOSB. 

Mr. Waddington introduced his liill for 

erecting and maintaing a light within the 
hurbor of Victoriii. Tho bill pnivides for 
the erection of a liglithon.^e on Work's Uock, 
•within the harbor. The rock belongs to the 

' Crown, "and is perfectly useless for any other 
purpose. The house is to be of wood ; tho 
iigtils eiylit feet above ihe water, of dilfereiit 
ci7l(]rs ; tlu! whole woik to bo conipleled 
■within week.s after ihe contraet i-; i,'iveM 
out; tho whoie eo»t is not to exceeil £\i>0. 
Thevcost of keeping the light is to be paia 
by a las of '2 cents per ton burthen on every 
vessel entering the harbor, collected by the 

.,haiborinaster. ' Passed to a Keeoiid reading.

1. Alcoholic, spirituous, or fermented lupinrs, 
by wholesale, £25 per annum J 2. Forevcry 
license to sell the same by retail, JE'JO pei 
aiiiiiiin ; 3. For every license to sell ler- 
ineiited liijuors, only lobe retailed and con- 
sumed on the ])rernises, £12 10s. ; 4. For 
every retail license to sell ale, beer or porter, 
to be consume J on the prenii.ies, £12 IDs.: 
5. For every license lo sell liquors of all 
kinds, within three miles of any tOwn, £10 
per annum. Tho licenses are to be paid 
(luarterly in advance. 

Mr. Waddington — We have a areat many 
French restaurants here ; every Krenc.liiiian 
must have his lial' bottle of wine for dinner, 
without any kind of excess. Wines 1 con- 
sider as lerineiiied liquors, and class lliein 
under that lieail in section 1, clause 2. 

Mr. G(jrdon believed there might be a 
great many glasses of Old Tom drank under 
' the same head. 

Mr. llelmeken— It is not fair to charge 
one cla.ssof dealer* X'12 10s. and. another 
class CUO, lorfcelling the same description 
of li(pior. There was a great deal of com- 
plaint under the old law about the same 
thing. ... 
. Mr. Cary— In so far as this clause goes to 
reduce tha licenses, I am utterly' opposed 
to it. , ; 

On motion of Mr. llelmeken, olsuse 2, 
section 1, was altered to read •• for the sale 
of fermenleii li(iuors by retail, .i;25 per 
annum." . . 

.Seciion 2, providing for the quanlitie.s lo 
be sold by wholesale J cbeniisls or driig- 
Kisis by taking out a wholesale license, are 
to retail alei.hol for lighting or iiieehuiiical 
nurposeii only. Adujitetl. 

Section 3— Fixing the limo lor which 
lioedses are to run, was adopted. 

Section 4— The magistrates may grant 
tiew liceiiKi's to parlies applying for the 
i^aiiie, pu)viil(Mi iii.'y are a reasonsDle dis- 
tance lioin other houses heretofore licensed. 

Mr. llelmeken did not see the iiecessily 
jof such a section.

Section 5— No manufacturers of ale, beer, 
or cider shall come under the provisions of 
this act when selling the same by whole- 
sale. , , . 

Considerable discussion arose under tins 
clause, in regard to the quantities lo be sold 
by the manufacturers; but the seoiion was 
finally adopted. 

Section 0— Parties inteiuliiig to give up 
their licences are to notify the treasurer of 
their intention before tho expiration of the 
quarter. 

Section 7 — Any person neglecting or re- 
fusing to pay his quarterly licence when 
due, may be sued and the amount recovered 
before any justice of the peace. 

Snction 8 — F"or selling liquor without a 
license, parlies will be fined not less than 
i'lO nor more than XoO for each and every 
offence. 

The Comrniltee here rose and reported 
progress, and the House adjourned lo 7 
oVlook;:thi8! eVeiiing.'';, , ..;]

Cliiiise f) — Every m;de resident having 
an interest in real eslate, above IS years of 
age, in either of tho said counties, shall per- 
form six days' labor upon the highway in 
which he shall reside, or have interest; for 
every additional 101) acies, or interest in 11)0 
acres, one day's labor; and where any per- 
son resident within the caiiniy possesses 
two horses or oxen, broken in, and a cait, 
wagon or plough, he shall su-ijdy the .-.ame.

Clause 7 — All roads situate within any 
county shall be under the control of the 
commissioner for such district. Adopted.

Political Quackery 
An apology is due to our readers for ile- 
parting from "the legitimate province of 
journalism" to notice so insignificant an ob- 
fect B9 the Gazelle. Were it not for its 
icnowa connection willi ttie government 
parly and being the reputed semi-official 
organ of Gov. Douglas, we would not stoop 
to notice the lame excuses for political 
doctrines which it usually puts forth. In 
all professions, however, there are quacks; 
and our amiable cotemporary, wo are sorry 
to say, proves the rule. Had His E.v- 
oellency given the public printing to sup- 
pdrVa journal conducted with some ability, 
there would have been a iitlle excuse for 
apaquandering the money. But it appears 
no man is more unfortunate than he is in the 
choice of his tools. The latter may be 
convenient, but they are such helpless 
creatures, that the wonder is how he has 
succeeded in administering the government 
so well as he has.. For months 31ormon's 
pills have been nilministered to the body 
politic throngh a Iri-weakly organ latterly 
reduced to a weakly condition; and yet 
there is no hope; of curing , the^ public dia- 
order as it bar become'chronio. We'^n'ever 
bad any confidence in the specific, and were 
well assured that the more such nostrums 
were administered, the worse things would 
become. We are now well satisfied that a 
quack apecifio like Morrison's pills is too 
pre-cariotM a medicine to do any good at 
this stage of the disease. As an alterative 
they have only changed the system from 
bad to worse. Vitality, once vigorous, is 
flickering like a candle in the socket. In 
fact, should the administration ever recover 
fruiii ilittlprooiloo, it will i.oi h» hy siving 

£700 a year in public printing, und £250 
for a scribe in order to sustain political 
quacks in disseminating charlatanism. It 
must reject them in tqto,'or bo far at Jeast as 
they disaigree with the principles inculcated 
by the Regular Faculty— lhe:peoplo. If it 
does not, it will become our unhappy duty 
to recount its demise sooner or later than 
that cf the Gazette. 

The beauty, however, of the last sub- 
leader of the weakly is a charge against u.s 
of being bought by "an advertisement or 
the rent uf a room." To utter this precious 
fib a wanton attack must be made on an 
exemplary and energetic young man at his 
outslart in life. He— a private individual- 
must bo publicly maligned because foi- 
sooth our stricluren on the town members 
for supporting la.ves on improveiniMits in 
town whiLst improveinunts in the country 
were exempted are unanswerable.

members to lay as light burdens on their 
constituents as possible.

Execution of Allaohe. 

Allnche, the Chimsean Indian, convicted 
of the murder of' Thomas Brown, a colored 
man, on the 16th of July last, was e.vecuted 
on Saturday morning, about 8 o'clock, on a 
acalfold erected for the purpose in front of 
the police barracks. Some 300 persons 
(whites and Indians) witnes.-ed .'he hang- 
ing. The prisoner was attended during his 
last moments by the i^ev. Mr. Cridge, and 
was accompanied by that gentleman to the 
loot of the scaffold. Tho doomed man 
passed the night pievious to his execution 
very uneasily, and wept freely a great por- 
tion of the time. After a visit from Mr. 
Criilge in the morning, however, he became 
much calmer, and .while, acknp.wledging the 
justice of his sentence, expreaaed hia con- 
viction, that an Indian .who had given him 
the knife and; told him to kill Brown, was 
equally guilty. Tho arrangements were 
under the auperintendence of Sheri/1 N'ay- 
lor, and were conducted in a very efiiciunt 
manner. The executioner was one of the 
prisoners convicted of a minor offence, and 
sentenced to the chain-gang. He received 
for his .lervices SoO and a pardon. When 
the faial moment arrivetl, ami the jailors 
appniac'lied to bid him "good bye," before 
he k-fi llie jail for his long journey, Allaclie's 
tears broke out afresh, and he sobbed bit- 
terly, regretting hia orime,' and alluding in 
very touching terma to the fact ipf , his being 
so ypuiig and never again beholding his 
native hilla. The guards, who had become 
much attached to him during hia. confine- 
ment, also seemed aflTected. When his 
arms had been pinioned, and he was 
being led through the yard to the scafibUI, 
he regained hia composure, and ascended 
the ladder leading to the platform with a 
firm step; but when the executioner placed 
the rope around his neck, he uttered a 
mournful wail, which is mid to be peculiar 
to his people, and signifies that tho person 
who utters it is reduced to the last extremity 
ul dM5|)air. Immeiliately after the oap.had 
bcnn ilrawn over lus eyes, the trap was 
Hpniiig, and tin; poor Iiuliaii hung between 
heavfii and earth. A few convulsive strug- 
gifs and contractions of the muscles of the 
limbs, niid lie pas.sed away, wo trust, to the 
happy hunting grounds of the Great Spirit. 
Alter hanging for one hour, the body was 
cut down, placed in a jblaok coffin, and 
buiiud by the authoritle9.it A Isrge special 
police force, consisting of"m4rabers of the 
(ire companies, waa in sttendanoe to pre- 
aerve order. The crowd behaved with tho 
utmost decorum, and seemed to be fully 
impressed with the awful Holemnity of tho
